The Alternative. 

IT is not so unfrequently as might be supposed 
that we come across, in our intercourse with pub- 
lishers, a total misapprehension of the drift of our 
course on underselling. We are told that it is 
scarcely worth while to foster the notions of a few 
Western booksellers, as though these were all con- 
cerned in the matter. We have said,time andtime 
again, that we advocate the reform in question as a 
measure vital throughout the trade, and therefore 
most to the advantage of publishers, since they are 
the largest dealers. The importance of the Cin- 
cinnati Convention was not in its Zersone/, but in 


the principles it put forward, Most of the points 
of its platform we believe to be of primary impor- 
tance, and look to see them adopted by the trade 
as the only true remedy for its present and increas- 
ing difficulties. 

It has, however, been suggested—and the ques 
tion had already suggested itself to us—whether an 
attempt to reform the trade in this particular is not 
in opposition to the conditions of business in these 
days of the railroad, express, post-office, and tele- 
graph; whether, in fact, the book business is no 
reorganizing itself to fit a new state of things. 
There is apparent force in this argument, especially 
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to those who believe, as we do, that these natural 
changes indicate healthful progress. But we do 
not think the argument holds of the book trade. 
The outcome of this view would be in setting a 
publisher's price (corresponding to the present 
wholesale prices) at which he would sell to any one 
who would buy, and letting local buyers pay the 
local dealer an added margin for his services as 
middleman, This would reduce the book business 
to the same basis, eventually, as the trades in gro- 
ceries and dry goods, 


But there are several reasons why the book busi- 
ness can not be carried on in this way. It may 
suffice to state that in the case of groceries and dry 
goods, each lot is different from others and must be 
judged by itself, besides which, the cost of freight 
and the inconveniences of purchasing at a distance 
are sufficient inducements to the local buyer to pat- 
ronize the local dealer. But a book is not only a 
sample, but an identical pattern, of its whole class ; 
the buyer orders with perfect surety as to what he 
is to get, and gets it easily by mail and at the cost 
of the seller. The local library is a sort of reposi- 
tory of samples, the newspapers describe the book 
accurately, and taking all together, the selection of 
what is wanted from a local stock is not of sufficient 


The 
final result of all this will be to do away with the 


importance to support a resident bookseller. 


booksellers, as a trade, entirely. 

If books were necessaries of life, that must be 
bought in certain quantities, this would be, from 
the politico-commercial stand-point, a good thing. 
Although more men would be required at the cen- 
tre of trade and in transportation, there would 
probably be a certain balance of workers set free to 
become direct producers. But this is not true of 
books. They are, above a very small minimum, 
aluxury from the business point of view, and a 
market has to be made for them. In a great and 
growing country like this, the difference between a 
book trade managed from centres and one distrib- 
uted really might amount to fifty per cent. The 
trippling of the booksellers would be not only a 
trade, but a national, calamity, because they have 
thus an educational function of the first vaMue. 

This is then the alternative before the trade, 
whether it shall reform its system now or be broken 
down. We have spoken all along, in these dis- 
courses, from the publishers’ and public’s side 
chiefly, The public can no more afford to have 
that extremely useful class, the booksellers, disposed 
of, than can the publishers. It is a very plain al- 


t a . ° ‘ ° 
‘mative, in which it seems to us there is but one 
choice, 


While we are upon these explanations, it may be 
Well to treat of one more point. We have been 
amicably taken to task for going outside the province 
of an organ of the trade in criticizing the acts of in- 
dividual houses in it. We have never given names, 


and do not intend to, but we have expressed opin- 
ions, favorable and unfavorable, on measures in 
which only one house is concerned. In a certain 
sense, as we have before said, no one has any right 
to criticize any man’s business so long as he trans- 
gresses no moral law. Our position is this, that we 
are urging a reform which is notably to the interest 
of the trade, and most to that of its best houses. If 
we are debarred in this discussion from treating of 
the relations of individual measures to the general 
trade interest, always required that it be properly 
done, we are really debarred from any serviceable 
discussion. As an organ of the trade, it is our duty 
to treat of such matters, and it is the best houses 
which should support us, so long as we speak hon- 
not 


estly, wisely, and in proper tone. Are we 


right ?

More Underselling Grievances. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 23, 1874. 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly. 


DEAR SiR: The following aggravated instances 
of the evil produced in the public mind by under- 
selling may be of interest : 

Some time since we received from a member of 
a wholesale grocery firm in Cleveland a request 
for a general catalogue, coupled with this remark : 
“For the past two years I have been buying books 
in Boston at list price, with discount of from 25 to 
40 per cent, Can you do as well, or better?” Of 
course the response was that we could not ‘‘do as 
well” as Boston, not desiring to interfere with 
her legitimate trade. Again, very lately, we 
received froma person in a small town of Illinois, 
signing himself as ‘“ Dentist,’ an order for about 
five dollar’s worth of our own publications, if at 
“* one-third off list price !” 

In this connection, it seems to us that one bad 
symptom of the demoralization of trade is the

offer of certain journals to supply any book by 
mail. Not a very dangerous, but a suggestive 
instance of this is the advertisement of a smal 
periodical published in this city by a doy, offering 
to send by mail, Jost-paid, any of a certain list of 
books, or any book published, at prices varyin 
from 10 to 33% per cent. below the retail.”

FROM PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 27.—A coincidence is to 
be noted in connection with a book shortly to be 
published by J. B. Lippincott & Co. Lallude to the 
*‘Concordance to Shakespeare’s Poems,” by Mrs, 
Horace Howard Furness. The great concordance 
to Shakespeare’s works is by a lady, Mrs, Cowden 
Clarke, whose laborious compilation is to be found 
in almost every library, and now what will happily 
prove a companion volume, is due to the industry 
of another lady. Mrs. Furness has given a great 
deal of attention to the early English poets and 
dramatists, and her labor on the poems of Shakes- 
peare has been one of love. Mr. Furness, her hus- 
band, is well known in connection with the 
Variorum edition of SHakespeare’s works which he 
is issuing, the volumes of which it is to be hoped 
will one day be published at a popular price, so as 
to be within the reach of poor students, 

Gebbie & Barrie have completed their Boydel 
Gallery, and a very handsome book it is, I may 
also add that it has been a very successful venture. 
It is the first book of any pretentions published on 
this side of the Atlantic in which a photographic 
process has been employed for the illustrations, and 
it clearly demonstrates what may be done in that 
direction. They are about to issue another work in 
parts, the “ Wilkie Gallery,” with illustrations en- 
graved on steel, Many of the illustrations have 
been specially engravad for the work, which willbe 
an Imperial 4to, uniform in size with the Boydell. 
Sir David Wilkie occupies a position in art very 
similar to that of Dickens in literature. His most 
successful pictures were those in which he took for 
subjects the common everyday life of the poorer 
classes. They are a double source of pleasure, be- 
cause while we may, from an artistic standpoint, 
admire their merits as paintings, their simple, unex- 
aggerated truthfulness to life is a touchstone by 
which our keenest sympathies are instantly awak- 
ened, Stfch compositions as “ Blind Man’s Bufi,” 
“ Reading the Will,” “ The Parish Beadle,” “ Dis- 
training for Rent,” and others of that class, require 
no interpretation. The meaning of the artist 1s 
patent the moment the picture is presented to us. 
The dullest observer is brought into instant com- 
munion with the spirit of the work, while the con- 
noisseur alone knows the infinite genius and skill 
which has been required to produce the result. 
Later in his career Wilkie changed his style, seek- 
ing to emulate the depth and coloring of the old 
masters. Many of his later subjects were chosen 
from Spanish and Oriental scenes, in which, how- 
ever, he is far less happy than in his earlier produc- 
tions. The steel engravings contained m the 
“Gallery ” are very finely executed and are beat 
tifully printed. Each part will contain three illus- 
trations and several pages of letter-press, and will 
be published at $1.

LIBRARY CORNER. 


“The Library Corner” seems ¢he place to agi- 
tate the subject of a new edition of “ Poole’s In- 
dex to Periodical Literature.’’ Librarians on all 
sides express a great desire for such an index, 
brought up to date. Quite a large number are 
making MSS. supplements, expensive and trouble- 
some in making, and cumbrous and unsatisfactory 
in use. Now, in an age of cheap printing, it 
seems economy to have this work done, andit may 
be done if those who feel the need will respond 
with subscriptions enough to justify publication. 
One who has really used Poole’s will hardly go 
without something of the kind, and could afford a 
liberal subscription rather than make MSS. sup- 
plements. The American and English libraries 
need and ought to have at once an index list down 
to date, supplemented each year hereafter, and as 
often as each ten years condensed into one alpha- 
bet. We might very properly look to the Con- 
gressional Library to produce the work, but just 
now things are not well situated at Washington 
for much extra labor in the library. I have talked 
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with quite a number of American librarians ang 
find a strong feeling in favor of an early publica. 
tion. Mr. Poole, 1 understand, has the work in 
an advanced stage, and couid probably be induced 
to publish. I propose a subscription list in the 
“ Corner” after the plan of the Finding List sy}. 
scription. Prof. Montague, Librarian of Amherst 
College, says he wants six copies and will star 
the list with $100, rather than not have them. Le 
us hear from our large libraries which have jp. 
comes of dollars where Amherst has dimes, ang 
the Index will be forthcoming. Who will follow 
the lead of Amherst ? M. B. 


AMHERST, Mass., has a new free library, whose 
history, in summary, may help some other town 
desirous of a like institution. In January, 1873,4 
few persons feeling the need, organized a Book 
Club of 24 members, paying each $5 into the 
book fund and agreeing to give their books toa 
free library when it should be established. In 
the summer the book club held a three days’ fair, 
furnishing dinner and supper each day beside, 
This cleared, above expenses, $700, and was in 
itself so thoroughly enjoyable to all concerned 
that it paid for itself again. Then a “ Library 
Association ’? was formed, all becoming members 
who gave above $5 toward the prospective library. 
During the summer and fall the old book club 
had held, every week or two, public library meet- 
ings, both in the centre of the town and in the 
school-houses of adjoining parts, they calling at- 
tention to the need of a library, so that when the 
subscription paper was passed around, $700 more 
was raised and the library really started. Many 
books were at once presented and continue to 
come in, as is always the case in every free li- 
brary, and $1,000 expended on books secured 
about 1,000 volumes at the liberal discount of 1-3 
and 5 per cent. for cash. Two very pleasant 
rooms were rented for $75 ; $200 more fitted them 
with cases, tables, newspaper files, carpet, stove, 
lamps, &c.; about $100 more supplied a selection 
of the best periodicals; 300 copies of the catalogue 
of 28 pages cost $28; book plates, rules, &c., cost 
$12 more. Miss Beaman gives her service as l- 
brarian for $50 a year, and a young man of public 
spirit opens the reading-room each evening with- 
out any compensation. The rooms are very pleas 
ant, and crowds visit the library. Amherst 1s 
largely indebted for the excellent arrangements o! 
its library to Dr. Cate, who visited in its interest 
several of the best-managed free libraries, getting 
methods and suggestions which he has with 
economy and good judgment applied to the library 
at Amherst.

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‘Stationery and Fancy Goods. 


THE trade in Stationery and Fancy Goods dur- 
ing the past month has been very dull, and both 
dealers and importers complain that unless there 
is a great revival of trade, many will be placed in 
a very tight position. 

It was anticipated that the Spring would bring 

*about a revival of business, but in this there has 
been a general dissappointment owing to many 
circumstances. It was thought that the currency 
question then pending would have been settled in 
time to have allowed the trade to recuperate and 
bring about the ordinary Spring demand. But 
Congressional action came too late and unless the 
matter was finally decided by the presidential 
veto, the time was passed, and a!l hope of Spring 
trade gone with it. 
cause of the present dullness, but there may be 
added another, that is the final effect of the late 
panic. This monetary convulsion struck so deep 
and disturbed the finances of the country to such 
an extent that recovery cannot be so quick as 
many thought it would be. Money and credit 
have not yet returned to their customary channels, 
and until this comes about business must suffer. 

The situation, however, is mending every day, 
and the system of strict credits have been so uni- 
versally adopted, will undoubtedly hasten the de- 
sired end. It would be well if the trade generally 
refused to return to the former system of long 
credits, as it is nota safe business principle, and 
certainly not to be depended upon at any time 
when an extra pressure is brought to bear upon 
the market. But now thirty days’ cash, or credit 
not exceeding ninety days is the plan almost uni- 
versally adopted, but the latter time only give 
in the most approved cases, if this rule is ad- 
hered to it will do much toward removing the 
present depression. 

In stationery there is nothing new upon the 
market, and as we have said no trade doing, ex- 
cept in standard articles. The season has been 
wonderfully unproductive of novelties from the 
fact that manufacturers have been unwilling to in- 
vest their capital in enterprises that seemed doubt- 
ful. Many of the large wholesale houses sent out 
their travelers over a month ago to endeavor to 
drum up trade in the smaller towns and the rural 
districts, but the results were so meagre that most 
of them have been recalled. They report that 
the country trade is as dull as in the cities, and 
that those who have stock left from last season 
prefer to sell it off even at a loss in preference to 
purchasing new goods. 

Spring trade in fact is looked upon as lost, and 
such being the case nothing is expected until the 
Fall trage begins, unless it be small orders 
through the Summer, from those who need the 
goods to satisfy immediate demands. 

The fancy goods trade is circumstanced about 
the same as the stationery tradé. Dealers com- 
plain of a lack of business, and aver that they 
have never experienced so dull a season. Some 
few cases of samples have arrived from Paris, 
London, and Vienna, but owing to the prevailing 
Stagnation the samples have not been exposed. 

€ are, therefore, unable to give any idea of the 
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prevailing styles, but we are told that they are 
very handsome, and that skins and leather will 
predominate for Winter goods. 

Bags,valises,umbrellas, flasks,and the ordinary 
run of travelers’ goods which should now meet 
with a ready sale share the general stagnation, and 
only such goods are sold as meet the immediate 
wants of the retailer. The importers are waiting 
patiently until the Fall and.are satisfied to keep 
their new goods quiet until that time. They then 
expect a good trade which will more than compen- 
sate them for the present.
